, RAXT opened the ball at Peter* 


burg with the desperate charge 
of "Baldy" Smith's corps June 
15. 
ThU was followed by 


charges of the Second and Ninth corps 
June 1G and IT. In ten minute* on 
June 1& th« Pint Maine beavy artil- 
lery won Immortal renown in one of 
the bravest a» well u one of the most 
hopeless charges of th« war. The regi- 
ment went In alone and lost more men 
than any other regiment In auy (Ingle 
engagement during the war. 
The cir- 


cumstances wen peculiar. The First 
Maine belonged to Haucock's corps 
(the Second), that had borne the brunt 
of the bard fighting of the previous six 
weeks In Grant's Wilderness campaign, 
Including to* battle* of the Wilderness, 
Spottsylvanla and Cold Harbor, and 
had lost ID tb«M conflict* over 13,000 
killed and wounded out of a total o 
30,000 engaged. At Petersburg, on th 
16th and 17th of Jane, the corps las 
h**Tl!j and on the 18th wan ordered t 
push forward where the Confederates 
bad, as It transpired, planted the! 
"last dltcoV' 


The point where the First Main 


charged was a salient built by Genera 
Coiquitt's troops, part of Beauregard' 
defensive force, and known as Col 
qultt's salient It waa a bare ridge 
called Hare's hill and was In front o 
the lite of tbe Hare bouse, where 
the Union Fort Stedman afterwan 
stood. A Union officer baa said tha 
he did not believe another spot on 
God's green earth of equal size had 
drunk up the blood of so many men 
slam In battle as the field In front of 
Hare's ridge. 


Several attempts bad already been 


made by troops of the Second corps to 
carry the salient, but notwithstanding 
the fact that repeated trials and fail- 
ures had been noted at army head- 
quarters word came to General Ger- 
shorn Mott to try ttguin with his Tnlrd 
division. 
Mott protested to his supe- 


rior, General Birney, theu command- 
ing In Hancock's stend. tbnt it was 
cheer murder, a repetition of the 
slaughter of Cold Harbor. "My orders 
to you are to assault," said Birney. 


"I knew," said Mott, explaining his 


conduct afterward, "that it was use- 
less to expect suicide en masse from 
my old troops who had seen the wolf, 
had felt his teeth and bore tbe scan 
All I could hope was that a heavy ar- 
tillery regiment, the First Maine, inno-

The First Maine 


at tbe time of the 
order lay some dis- 
tance back from 
tbe scene of the 
charge, and the men 
learned that they were to go in where 
other troops had failed. Every man on 
extra duty was called on to handle a 
musket, and the total roster was 832 
men. The regiment was formed in 
three battalions of four 
companies 


each, ench battalion led by a major, 
and bad what Is called a battalion 
front—that is. there were three lines of 
two ranks each, one line leading and 
the others following successively, each 
line composed of a battalion. The First

.-*.• Maine boy* made ready for the 
terrible work. Major Low »ay*: "When 
tbe men saw what wa» expected o!

place. Knapsacks were taken off aud 
thrown into a pile and bayonet* fixed 
Orders were to remove tbe cape fron 
the muskets aud rely entirely upon the 
bayonet. The men'* face* bad grow 
very aerioua. 
We knew many, very 


many, of us were to die. Men turned 
to their comrade*, bidding each-other 
goodby, and, with tears trickling down 
their cheelcs, dictated message* to 
wives, fathers, mothers, sisters and 
sweethearts in case they should be 
among the slain. 


On the receipt of the word to go the 


Maine meu sprang forward at double 
quick, and the moment the first bat- 
talion line appeared above the embank- 
ment where the column formed the 
slaughter began. "Men were shot dead 
within the first five feet," says Cap- 
tain F. A. Cummlngs, another survivor. 
"The crash of 2,000 musket* rent the 
air as a long line of flame leaped from 
the worka In our front, and the well 
known yell of the Army of Northern 
Virginia nalngled with the roar of the 
rebel batteries on our right and left as 
their canister followed the musket 
ball* of tbe Infantry and tore enormous 
gaps in our ranks. 


'The First battalion melted away be- 


fore this fire and lay in a heap, officer* 
and men, except now and then a Mat- 
tering one who had miraculously es- 
caped. 
Before the Second or Third 


battalion reached Its place the regi- 
mental formation had been almost ob- 
literated, and two-thirds of the First 
Maine lay stricken upon the fit-Id. Still, 
without firing a gun, but in blind obe- 
dience to orders, the reiiimmt «;•::;,- 
gled on toward that pitiless line of fire 
that never ceased or slackened. TUe 
reader must understand that the regi- 
ment was alone." 


Major Low thinks that sonic of the 


men went within fifty yards of the en- 
emy's works. 
General Mott says: 


"They charged nearly up to the glncls. 
or what would represent It in a regular 
fortification, * * * but could not attain 
the barrier before them, submitted like 
heroes to the tempest of canister balls 
and bullets aud were arrested under 
close fire only to cover the ground wiUi' 
their dead- and wounded. 


"The wave of heroes was shattered 


against that rampart of earth and 
)Iown to pieces by that whirlwind of 
death." 


There were three flags carried in the 


charge by three sergeants, and six cor- 
)orals acted as color bearers. Of the 
nine, seven were shot down, and one, a 
corporal, was killed. One of the cor- 
porals, W. A. Xason of Company B, re- 
ceived seven wounds. Nason took the 
colors from a wounded sergeant and 


•ent ahead until he fell with a wound 
hrough the body and iu both legs. - 
"Nnson's body showed nine openings 


made by the enemy's missiles," said 
Major Fred C. Low of Company B, 
'and he was the worst cut up man I 
vcr saw. 
After Sergeant James M. 


Smith, the color bearer of our battnl- 
ou, was shot down Xuson seized tbe 
flag and carried it forward until he fell 
vith bullets through the head, chest 
nd each leg. lie was the last of seven 
o fall out of the nine sergeants and 
orporals with the colors. 
He lay 


rhere he fell until lie wns found some i 
time iu the ni;:ht by Colouel Chaplin, j 
who was searching the field for the 
colors. 
Nason was unconscious, and 


his fingers were firmly clasped about 
the flagstaff. As he was supposed to

had recovered consdousneris and crawl- 


; ed off the lield uurin;; the day. and at

Out in the gulf of Mexico sixty-five 


miles from Key West toward the set- 
ting sun rise half a dozen barren sand 
bars from the exquibfte turquoise blue 
waters. One of these. Garden key, is a 
government fort and coaling station; 
another is the Loggerhead key, our last 
outpost toward Cuba 
ami Central 


America. Other islets are untennnted 
save when the great sea turtles crawl. 
One alone, Bird key, is pre-empted by 
tbe birds. 
It would 'be hard to find 


a more desolate or isolated region. 
Though the climate is warm through- 
out the year, it is not until Slay that 
the feathered hosts arrive from the far 
soutb at this sandy rendezvous. In the 
van come the noddles, a few about the 
1st of May and the rest within a few 
days. A week later the sooty terns 
pour ln: and It Is said that within a 
week of their arrival botli kinds begin 
:o lay. At tbe time of our coming 
nearly all the birds had eggs and were 
levotlng themselves to their family 
cares. 


To reach tbe buildings from the little 


landing place we hud to pass through a 
tract of bualios, and here it was tliat I 
saw tbe first nests of the uuddlra. Up- 
on the tops or In the forks of the bush- 
es each pair had built a rather rude yet 
fairly substantial platform of sticks, 
only slightly hollowed, and upon each 
one s;it a dark gray bird. There was 
something aliout these graceful little 
creatures that instantly took me by 
storm, a case of love at first sight. The 
noddy is very much like u dove—ex- 
cept for Its wi-bbetl feet—in sfke, in 
form. In the softness of its plumage, 
the expression of Its Inrge- dark eyes 
KIH^ its gentle, confiding ways. There 
is no wild affright as the stranger ap- 
proaches. Just a shadow of fear is evi- 
dent, but tlie birds sit quietly on their 
nests, hoping and trusting, and do not 
fly unless approached almost within 
arm's reach. Then they flit gently 
away, alighting upon a neighboring 
bush until the intruder has withdrawn, 
when they return directly to their 
charge. It seemed remarkable to find 
birds so perfectly tame.—Outing.

•are t22§,'000. Massachusetts spends 
.'nearly half a million a year, the State 


paying three-fourths of the cost. In 
New York the state pays one-half the 
cost, and the last legislature made au 
appropriation of $600,000 for this pur- 
pose. Pennsylvania's last legislature 
appropriated six aud one-half millions 
aa a State fund to be expended during 
six years, the State paying two-thirds 
of the cost of the roads built.

WASHINGTON, 1). C., June 4.—Last 


julletiu gave forecasts of disturbance 
0 cross continent June 9 to 13, warm' 
w»ve,8to 12,cool wave 11 to 15. Next dis- 
turbance will reach Pacific coast about 
June 15, crosa west of Uockies by close 
of IG.ereat central valleys 17 to 19, east- 
ern states 20. Warm wave will cross 
west of Rockies about 15, great central 
valleys 17, eastern states 19. Cool wave 
will cross west of Rockies about June 18, 
(treat central valleys 20, eastern states 22. 


This disturbance will follow very low 


temperatures, will cause very severe 
storms aud high temperatures followed 
by a cool wave that will not go very 
low 
The severe storms will be tbe im- 


portant feature of this disturbance and 
1 have calculated that they will reach 
their greatest fonje iu the lower Miss- 
laslDDi and Ohio valleys uot far from 
June 17 to 19. It is difficult to locate 
severe storms and it will aid tbe intelli- 
gent reader to watch the newspaper re- 
ports of the eastward progress of this 
disturbance. The severe storms usually 
occur,within 200 miles south-east of the 
center of the low barometer. I expect 
this disturbance to come through Texas 
aud progress northeastward by way of 
Louisville, Pittsburg, Pa., and Troy, 
New York, causing high temperatures 
In the southern states. 
About the time this storm center is 


in Texas, near June 17 to 19, a cool 
wave is expected to appear in western 
Canada, entering the United States 
through the upper Mississippi and 
Missouri valleys about 20, progressing 
eastward aud causing temperatures in 
northern states to average low for re- 
mainder of June.

Tbe reports of a general MM'"! '," 


business, which reach this city, wall* 
undoubtedly exaggerated, cause soui* 
uneasiuewlu political circles. Iberei* 
what Mr. Samuel Gompers, president 
of the Auiericau Federation of Labor, 
calls a "reaction", quite natural after 
the high tide of prosperity.. H* keep* 
iu touch with labor, aud feels sure that 
tbe general prosperity will continue, 
aud that auytbing like a pauic U rnnuy 
years off. That his views have weight 
Is evident from tbe fact tbat tbe Presi- 
dent luvited him to th* White House 
yesterday for a prolonged cunfereuce. 
During tbe past year this couutry has 
sustained great aud extraordinary U- 
uaucial losses by flood, fire, au unusu- 
ally severe winter, tbecottou boll weevil 
aud other pests, tbe falling off of Im- 
ports, tbe drain upon gold and the nu- 
merous labor troubles. These things 
combined, which are neither political 
nor partisan,have produced a condition 
of serious tuougbtfuluess ou the part of 
political managers. But, as Senator 
Foraker of Onto, who is iu this city, 
says, there are uo fundamental diner- 
euces among Republicans, aud Presi- 
dent Koosevelt Is popular. His views 
ou public questions are well kuowu. 
Tb* sea*ou is propitious for good crops, 
and there should be uo falling off in 
production. The greatest liability is 
the possibilities of .the iudustrial aud 
labor situation. 
Two questions of considerable impor- 


tance confront the PauamaCanal Com- 
mission—now to raise tbe funds; and 
whom to employ to do tbe actual work 
of construction. As to tbe financial 
problem, Secretary Shaw proposes to 
issue $130,000,000'»f canal bonds, to be 
taken up by the people. The bonds 
will contain a portrait of the late Sena- 
tor Hanna, and when they ureput upou 
tbe market, the admirers of the Senator, 
aud those who have been so anxious for 
the canal, can manifest their patriotism 
bv rolling up a huge subscription. The 
labor question ueed uot be settled for 
some time vet as a couple of years will 
be ueeded'to prepare the plans aud 
specifications. At present It looks as if 
tens of thousands of Chinese coolies 
will have to be brought to tbe Isth- 
mus. A white man cannot bear up 
uuder tbe climate while digging in the 
trenches. Much of tbe work might be 
done by electric light, after sunset. It 
has been asked If tbe 8-hour law of 
1892 will apply to this government con- 
tract? Admiral Walker says to adopt 
this law would prolong tbe construc- 
tion of th* canal for a couple of years.

Among these 
were those iu charge of the Treaauary, 
the Post Ottice, the Laud Office aud the 
Weather Bureau. Huge volumes of 
black smoke poured out of the cbirn- 
uevsof these buildings, much to tbe 
disgust of all near-by residents aud tbe 
disfigurement of theclty» The roof of 
the Post Office is au inch thick with 
black unconsumed carbon.

ABANDONED FARMS GOING.

3 Governor Bacnelder, lecturer of the 
national grange, has Issued an address 
on New Hampshire's abandoned farms, 
In which he says: 


"An encouraging feature of New 


Hampshire life at the opening of the 
new year is the extent to which the 
state's abandoned farms have been 
adopted by prosperous and well pleased 
foster parents. The first statistics col- 
lected by the commissioner show 1,343 
abandoned farms within the state. The 
proportion of unoccupied farm land 
within tire state grows less with each 
year that passes. 


"By far the larger number, however, 


of the purchasers of New Hampshire's 
abandoned farms have been summer 
residents, vacation visitors, permanent- 
ly domiciled for from two to eight 
months of the year among our hills. A 
canvass of such residents, now being 
made by the state board of agriculture 
and not completed at the time of writ- 
ing, has given thus far the names of 
2,100 owners of summer homes In our 
atate, most of the laid homes having 
been created from what were once 
abandoned farms. 


"It is estimated that these 2,100 


adopted sons of the state, by them- 
aelves, their families, their guests and 
their employees, add to the population 
of New Hampshire every summer at 
lenst 20,000 people. Their holdings of 
real estate represent a permanent lu- 
' vestment of ?5,000,000, and their an- 
nual expenditures for all 
purposes 


within tbe state are at least half as 
much."

No 
effort will be made to kill the blue 
grass out by cultivation of a crop, but 
he expects It to come in with the alfal- 
fa, occupying the surface with its roots 
while the alfalfa uses the soil down be- 
low the surface. Some tfrnss and al- 
falfa are now growing together, dwel 
Ing together in unity and making choic 
pasture. 


While Mr. Shirley Is keeping his cat 


tie on blue grass and alfalfa and som 
mixture of nlfalfa and timothy and i 
growing fine Herefords for breeding 
and for the block without grain nfte 
the first year, it does not follow that al 
falfa without grain will give satisfac 
tory results to others. It -will to some 
probably; not to all. His blue grass i 
heavy, and that is a great feed. Loti 
of the credit is due to the grass. Bu 
we should see that alfalfa is less dlffl 
cult to grow than some have supposed 
and that if we can produce the five ti 
seven tons per acre that Mr. Shirley 
gets— or the Lalf of It— we have a cheap 
and wonderfully rich feed. Alfalfa it 
to be grown fur more extensively In the 
states east of the Mississippi than il 
now Is. The experiments In New York 
Pennsylvania, Ohio and other jtatei 
prove its adaptability to a wide area 01 
•oils. — Alva Agee in National Stock- 
man.

STATEMENT. 


At tbe last annual meeting of tbe 


Natural History Koeiety held -May 5, 
•1904, it was moved by Mr. tieoige Uor- 
don King, aud seconded by C'apmln J. 
P. Cottou, aud the resolution was unan- 
imously adopted, Iba*. the following 
otateiueut be publicly made to Ibe citi- 
zens of Newport: 


The council of management for the 


year 1W4-1905 consists of the following 
gentlemen: Honorary life president— 
Dr. Horatio R. Storerj president, A. 
O1 D.Taylor; vice presidents, J. P. Cot- 
tou, Rev. E. H. Porter, I). D., 1. M. 
K. Southwick; Irutlets, Darius Baker, 
George Uordou King, John Hare Powel; 
treasurer, Amou Parmeuier; librarian, 
Bichard Bliss; secretary, Joseph G. 
farweuter; curators, Hugh L. Taylor, 
Dr. W. C. Btoddard; other members of 
•council, Dr. O. W. Huuiiugtou, Her- 
bert W. Lull, Dr. Alexander J. Auder- 
HOU. 


This society has been In existence 


for SI years. During that period it has 
worked steadily to foster a love for 
nature iu Ibis community. It has ac- 
quired excellent collections'of birds, 
shells, minerals, lusecls aud plants and 
has given tbe public free access to 
them. It has maintained a series of 
lectures each winter, which have fur- 
nished valuable contributions to the 
knowledge which the society bas tried 
to disseminate, 231 separate communi- 
cations, papers or lectures having been 
thus furnished. Home of these have 
been'of marked importance as being 
tbe result of original research. Nine 
printed numbers of proceedings have 
been published. Now, at tbe beginning 
of its twenty-second year, the society 
finds itself with a debt upon its bauds 
and with a small mem bei ship aud 
therefore a reduced income. 
Under 


these conditions it feels that it cannot 
and should nut continue to exist unless 
the citizens of Newport, for whose ben- 
efit it has conscientiously worked, deem 
tbat it is of sufficient importance as au 
educational force to be worthy of tbe 
support which they may give it by be- 
coming members or otherwise couirib- 
•utiug to its fundf 


Tbe great interest iu nature study 


which is manifest in the public schools 
throughout the country, and tbe stimu- 
lus which this bas given to the powers 
of observation and the growth of in- 
telligence among otiryouth, causes the 
society to believe I bat Newport will not 
allow itself lo be deprived of the ad- 


• vantages which are offered and that 


this frank statement of fact? will re- 
ceive a prompt and favorable response. 
But it is for the people to Hay whether 
or not the Natural History Society de- 
serves well of this community,and flint 
its work shall be continued, or whether 
one more of the liberalizing organiza- 
tions iu Newport shull pass away for 
lack of moral aud material support. 


Tbe society's present debt is about 


$500 and its available asset Is a build- 
ing which cost about ?1,800, aud which 
the Newport Historical Society by the 
lease of tbe ground on which the Nat- 
ural History Society Museum stands 
has a right to purchase iu 1910 at 
two-thirds cost; that is, if the Natural 
History Society does not then elect to 
renew for 10 years more at flO per an- 
num. There are 58 members. Two modes 
exist of joining and benefiting the so- 
ciety. The first Is by becoming a life 
member, the cost of which, originally 
$100, was reduced to $50 a few years 
ago. The second to by becoming an an- 
nual member, the 
minim) 
fee for 


which is $3, with au exception made 
in case of all teachers aud clergymen, 
for whom the fee is §1. Au increased 
income of $150 a year would suillce to 
carry ou the eoclety. If, iustead of 58 
members there were 100,' its future fi- 
nancial position would become clear. 
In a population of 22,000 inhabitants 
such a moderate addition to the roll 
does not seem an unreasonable hope. 


Membership gives to the member 


•and any of bis or her family the right 
to inspect the museum collections, to 
read tbe books iu the library, aud to 
•attend all the evening meetings. Under 
this last category some six to tea meet- 
ings are held from the month of Octo- 
ber uutil April inclusive every year. 
Those ladles aud gentlemen In Newport 
who are Interested In natural history 
•and other scientific pursuits have thus 
au opportunity of a common ground 
•for meeting and diecuselou. Occasion- 
ally gentlemen from other parts of tbe 
country are invited, and give interest- 
ing lectures during the session. 


Most of these evening meetings have 


beeu occupied with purely uatural his- 
tory subjects,but other branches of phy- 
sical science have also beeu discussed, 
and many most enjoyable lectures have 
beea heard wilhin the walls of tbe mu- 
seum, from individuals resident 
Iu 


Newport, from officers of the Uuited 
States uavy and United States army, 
and from others who have courteously 
•come from other cities to lecture. 


The regular income of the society has 


not been sufficient to defray tbe cost of 
publication of the proceedings at all 
times, and private subscriptions from 
members of tbe council have been con- 
stantly required to cover this outlay. 
Unless a change in the financial out- 
look takes place publication of proceed- 
ings must cease. The practical aim of 
this public statement is to ask those 
who are desirous of the continuance of 
the Natural History Society of Newport 
to write before June 30,1904,to the trea- 
surer, Mr. Amon Parmenler, Tbe Mu- 
seum, Touro Street, Newport, as fel- 
lows:

Tbe council of tbe society wishes it 


to be distinctly understood it is not ap- 
pealing In "forma i a iperis" to the pub- 
lic. What they are doing is simply to 
lay before the residents of Newport the 
question: Do they consider It advisable 
that our city should maintain a local 
Natural History Museum and an as- 
sociated scientific society; or. Is the city 
too small, and the community too 
much absorbed in other punults to ren- 
der it expedient or prudent to continue 
tbe experiment of tbe laat.21 years?

Calial. The Commission is in opera- 
tion. Field parties are Dem sent week- 
ly from Washington to Panama to sur- 
vey given sections. Kngineeiing esti- 
mate* are being made heie' f.ir ceilala 
portions of the woik. Supplies are be- 
ing sent for the parties wlin are on the 
ground. TheoBt-e here wuere mips 
of tbe route, diagta us of the sections, 
aud data intended for fie Ibid pirtii.-i, 
are prepared is iu active operation. Its 
force is being augmented daily, anil 
from now ou the Panama (Jaual C.MU- 
mission, subject to control of the secre- 
tary of war will uuiiliuu: until ins pro- 
ject is completed. 


O.i the ground is General Davis, au 


engineer officer of the army, in charge 
of the entire canal zone, politically an I 
commercially, aud of active construc- 
tion ol tbe canal. Under the law tbe 
1'auama Canal will be constructed at 
au'expense to theU.iited Slates of $130- 
000,000 for which two per cent bonds 
will be issued aud guaranteed by tbe 
Uuited Stales government. 
Expenses 


however, aie running now aud daily 
tbe treasury Is paying out funds on ac- 
count of this construction which are 
carried iu the "civil and miscellaneous" 
expeuaes of the treasury. These ex- 
penditure* are now ruuniugat the rate of 
$20,000or $25,000 per mouth and will 
continue lo lucrease moulbly uutil liio 
full force of engineers and tbeir work* 
. ing parties are in tbe ibid. It will 
probably be a year before the full com- 
plement of euxiueertand men thus en- 
gaged,and before the Washington office 
cau supply the maps aud diagrams un- 
der which contracts for the actual dig- 
Ing will be let. This expense Is met 
under tbe law wbich permits tbe secre- 
tary of tbetreasury to advance up to$10- 
000,000 of the entire $130,000,000 which 
has beeu appropriated for the canal. 
Under Ihe law the secretary of the trea- 
sury will issue $130,000,000 of bonds 
bearing two per cent interest, the pro- 
ceeds of which will be issued from time 
to time as the requirements of tbe 
work demand. 
From the proceeds 


of these bonds the $10,000,000 which 
the secretary is authorized to advance 
during the current calendar year will 
lie repaid into the treasury,so that from 
the first dollar expended ou the cunal 
construction to the last the caual will 
uot cost tbe government of the Uuited 
Billies more than 5130,000,000 uuless 
the' Congress of the Uuited Stales sees 
Ut to authorize further expenditures 
ou this international project iu the 
eveut that it cannot be constructed for 
the amount originally authorized aud 
appropriated for. 


Following out the iuteutiou of Cou- 


gress, the secretary of the treasury has 
directed that plates be prepared for the 
printing of cunal construction bonds. 
It will require perhaps from now uutil 
Congress assembles to engrave these 
plates. As the law now stands these 
bonds are simply* two per cent, bonds 
guaranteed by tbe government of the 
Uuited States. It Is the purpose and 
intention of the Uuited States to put 
these bonds as far as practicable ou a 
S 


ar with the United States twos. To 
o that further legislation is necessary. 


United States twos are now leceivable 
as a basis for national bauk circulation 
aud us security for government money 
iu national bauk depositaries. These 
bonds are uot so receivable without ad- 
ditional legislation. 
Uuless radical 


changes are made iu the national bank- 
ing laws these bondi will not be availa- 
ble as a basis of national bauk circula- 
tion, but bills were introduced in the 
present Congress during tbe last session 
to make them receivable as security for 
national bauk'deposits aud it is almost 
certain tbat some bill containing a pro- 
vision pertaining to these caual con- 
struction bonds will be passed during 
the coming session of Congress next De- 
cember. In addition to this It is almost 
equally certain that the tax ou these 
bonds will be reduced to the tax now 
paid on two per cent, boudk; tbat is 
one-half of oue per cent., which will 
place them on a par In every respect 
except as a basis of national bauk cir- 
culation, and the life of the bond, with 
the United States two's. 


Places to Avoid Tbander Storms. 


Now that tbe season of thunder 


storms is approaching, people should 
understand what spots to avoid in or- 
der to reduce to tbe minimum tbe 
chances of being struck by lightning. 
Out of doors trees should be avoided, 
and if from the rapidity with which 
the explosion follows the flash It Is 
evideut that electric clouds are near at 
hand, a recumbent posture Is tbe safest. 
It is seldom dangerous to take shelter 
under sheds, carts or low buildings, or 
under the arch of a bridge, and a dis- 
tance of twenty or thirty feet from tall 
trees or houses is au eligible situation; 
for should a discharge take place these 
elevated bodies are most likely to re- 
ceive it. It is well also to avoid water 
for -it is a good conductor, and the 
beigbt of a human being near the 
stream may determine the direction of 
a discharge. 
\Vithlu doors we are 


tolerably safe in the middle of a carpet- 
ed room or when standing on a thick 
hearth rug. Tbe chimney should be 
avoided ou account of the conducting 
power of the carbon deposited iu it, 
and guilt mouldings and btU wine are 
source* of risk. In bed we are tolera- 
bly safe, since blankets aud feathers 
are bad conductors. It is Injudicious 
to take refuge in a cellar, because the 
discharge is often from tbe earth to a 
cloud, aud buildings frequently sustaiu 
tbeir greatest injury in their basement.

A great export trade has been created 


by Hits Cireat Northern Railroad. 
Ex- 


ports lo China jave increased from $3,- 
' 000,000 to $21,000,000 a year, or 600 per 
ceut. Exports iu Japan have increased 
from $4,000,000 lo &M,000,000, or 500 per 
cei.t. Slore than 75 per cent, of tbe ex- 
port cotion tonnage to China aud Japan 
is carried through Puget 8ouud ports, 


How this export trade was started is 


a eiKiiiticant story, told by Mr.. Hill. 
"I remember," he says, "wheu tbe rep- 
leaeutalivec of the Japanese Steamship 
Company were with us. Some of them 
were interested In securing rails for their 
railroads. I asked them where they 
were going to get their rails. They 
thought they would get either English 
rails from Middlesborough, or Belgian 
nils from Antwerp. I asked them if 
they were going to stay a day or two, to 
let me see what could be doue for Auier- 
icau rails. I cabled to my friends iu 
.Loudou and got quotations for Autwerp 
aud Middleaborougb rails aud the best 
charters lo Yokohama. I remembered 
that English or Belgian rails could be 
laid down at about $20. I telegraphed 
toChiciigu. Tbe American steel busi- 
ness wax dull. I told our manufactur- 
ers If they would make a price of $19.50, 
we woul(i give Ibeui a rale of {8 a ten- 
or 40 cents a hundred—from Chicago to 
Yokohama, which wuuld be $1,50 lower 
than the English or Belgian rale. After 
Bouie hesitation they nrade the price 
and got the contract I'or 1,000 tons." 


That wan the iirst American hteel con- 


tract with Japan. From it has sprung 
a business 'amounting to millions a 
year. It IB still growing. 


A MAX OK .MOOIJS. 


The administration of these tremen- 


dous properties (the Hill uud Harrimau 
railways) and the wieldiug of this im- 
mense capital power is, of course, the 
work of thousands of uieu. Tbe direc- 
tion of that administration is iu the 
hands of about thirty individuals, the 
directors of the various roads iu the two 
groups. The control of the (jolicies of 
those thirty directors lies in the hands 
nf two individuals, Juujes J. Hill and 
Edwurd H. Harrimau. -Mr. Hill is 
sixty-six years old; Mr. Harrluisu is 
ten years younger. Mr. Hill is robust, 
powerful and vigorous; Mr. Harrimau 
is a delicate, broken man. They are 
Btrikingly different. Mr. Hill was boru 
iu Gait, Ontario, grew up without much 
education, drifted into railroading, tind 
is self-made. He believes in devotion 
to service. He will have nwne uhout 
him who do uot make tbe railroad at 
ouce the center of then lives, the oue 
vital thiug, the eud aud aim of all am- 
bition. There can be uo shirking of 
duty ou Ihe Hill lines. His owu sons 
are just as rigorously watched as any 
employe. Eterual vigilauce aud eter- 
nal labor arc the prices of service uuder 
him. 
Himself indefatigable, he de- 


mands from every oue who draws a 
Hill salary the labor of a Hill man. 
He has created more lirst-class railroad 
men tbau auy other master of trans- 
portation iu the country. 


Mr. Hill is magnetic, but moody. 


When the mood is right, there could be 
no more delightful companion. His 
memory is wonderful, his command of 
statistics aud facts accurate and unfail- 
ing, 
his miud is bright, his conversa- 


tion sprightly. He is short aud very 
broad, with a massive pair of shoulders 
aud a frame square-set aud powerful. 
Ouce he worked on the docks at Ash- 
laud aud was a heaver of heavy freight. 
He is, m every seuse, a large man. 


THK WIZARD or PISE STREET. 


Mr. Harrimau, "The Little Wizard 


of Pine Street," as he is called, is short 
sud very slight, restless, full of energy, 
critical of detail, exactiug, aud auto- 
cratic. 
Like Mr. Hill, he is moody, 


aud ia impatient of opposition. 
Re- 


lentleBs iu purpose, incapable of re- 
straint, Implacable iu enmity, daring 
in his plans, he bas beeu compared 
many times with Bonaparte. 
His 


restless miud covers every little detail 
iu the working of his railroads. Work 
tbat Hill, Gould, Morgan, Moore, Van- 
derbilt, Rockefeller would leave to 
clerks, Mr. Harriinan himself does. 
He has worn himself out more thau 
ouce. 
As ou the Hill lines, eternal 


vigilauce must be observed. 
The dif- 


ference is that Mr. Hill notes details 
ouly when they offend him. Mr. Har- 
rimau notes them always. 
He is the 


railroad company, the executive staff, 
tbe operating department, the director- 
ate, aud the traflic department. On his 
roads, there Is but oue controlling 
inmd—his owu. 


.Between these two men there can 


uever be close friendship. They will 
co-opeiate; they will scheme together 
for the opening of new countries, new 
avenues of traffic, 
new 
sources of 


wealth aud power. They will divide 
their world between them. They can- 
not share it. Each is too strong, too 
autocratic, too Impatient of advice and 
restraint. 
So long as Mr. Harriman 


and Mr. Hill dominate their respective 
empires, the interest!) of tbe Great 
Northwest will fail to merge. Tbeir 
ways have come together, and they 
will follow tbe common way together 
merely because it payo. There is uo 
consolidation, uo real reciprocity, no 
love lost between them. Tbe common 
phraiK>,"The Hill-Harriman interests," 
is a miauonier. . It should read, "The 
Hill and tbe Harrimau interests. "—
